discrimination result and an output of the first or second phase comparison 
circuit, that the phase difference is ± tt/2 to output a correction-processed control signal 
to a signal generating circuit, in which correction processing has been performed on the 
basis of a detection result thus obtained, whereby to control the operation of the signal 
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generating circuit by the correction-processed control signal to output the clock by the 
first or second phase comparison result.
